Guthrie. July 28.—<S. AV. Stone, su­ 
perintendent of tihe state agency re­ 
ports the establishm ent of a local 
agency a t Chickasha and the appoint­ 
ment of S. S. Scott as agent. 'Mr. 
Scott was the agent before the dis­ 
continuation 
of the local 
agencies 
last winter. (Mr. Stone also reports 
that the increase din the price of a l­ 
cohol has conijjelled the state agency 
to ship four and three-fourths gal­ 
lons instead of four and seven-eighth 
gallons 
as they <fonm<erly did 
for 
$14.25. Two gallon casks will cost 
$6 Instead of $5.80. The state is sup­ 
posed to make a profit of three per 
cent on all alcohol sold. Mr. Stone 
saiys this figure is tw o and ninety 
six hundredths. 
In speaking of the violation of the 
prohibitory law he called attention 
to the fact that violations under the 
prohibitory system were much more 
noticeable than under the saloon sys­ 
tem because of the fact that saloons 
usually attem pt to hide those who 
become drunn and th at most saloons 
were equipped 'with a ‘‘Bull Pen” 
where drunns were allowed to be 
piled out tm til they were sobered, 
but th at the bootlegger is not equip 
ped with this device consequently his 
victims are out on the street adver­ 
tising the fact That there is a boot­ 
legger in town to every one. He es­ 
tim ated that under the saloon system 
eighty -percent of th e drunks were 
never seen by the public, whereas 
now they are all seen.
